We are trying to avoid duplicating applications to other countries and have forwarded 
your information to London to try to •accomplish this. 

I enclose the names of the USA adoptees so that you will know of our interest 
should their applications come into the embassy. 

Please give my best to Ambassador Castro and tell Max Chaplain that I have 
recently been in touch with his sister-in-law. Ginger Hannon, who is most interested 
in helping out with cases in Argentina. Keep up the good work. It is most 
appreciated from this end.
